Library Notes 

Those who have in the last few 
weeks hastened to New York to see 
"Green Pastures," and even more those 
who have wished to go, will rejoice in 
knowing that the Narberth Community 
Library now has not only the text of 
the play, but also the book on which 
it is based, Roark Bradford's "Ole Man 
Adam an' his Chillen." 

The latter is a series of sketches "of 
the time when the Lord walked the 
earth like a natural man," that is, Old 
Testament stories told by a pious 
Negro preacher in terms of the ex- 
periences of his flock. If it is a bit of 
a shock to read of the Children of 
Israel "wukking on the levee" or to see 
the Lord pictured in the slouch hat 
and imperial of the traditional 
"colonel," it is from such incongruities 
that true comedy arises. 

From these sketches and this simple 
rendering of the old tales Marc Con- 
nelly has made a sort of Negro miracle 
play, wherein the Lord is a very 
natural man, indeed. The reading of 
the text is said by those who have seen 
the play to be a very illuminating 
supplement to the performance. 
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Some rambling observations on the 
tennis matches at Bala and on the 
Cynwyd Women's Tennis team. 

On the beautiful new Davis Cup 
Court at the Philadelphia Country 
Club at Bala, on Sunday afternoon, 
several hundred spectators had the 
pleasure of watching two of the fore- 
most doubles teams in the world in 
action. 

In four thrilling sets the youthful 
Wimbledon champions and Uncle 
Sam's hopes in the Davis Cup doubles 
this year, John Van Ryn and Wilmer 
Allison smashed and volleyed with 
such power and accuracy that all the 
technique and finesse! of R. Norris 
Williams and Vincent Richards was 
of no avail. 

It was in 1926 that Williams and 
Richards repulsed the French in 
straight sets in the Davis Cup doubles 
match on the greensward of the Ger- 
mantown Cricket Club. At that time 
they were hailed as the greatest 
doubles team in the world. 

It would appear that Vincent Rich- 
ards no longer gets the type of com- 
petition in professional tennis to keep 
his game up to the point which he 
reached in the past. In his last appear- 
ance in the Davis Cup matches in 1926, 
there was much conjecture as to how 
he would stack up against the French 
volleyer par excellence, Jean Borotra. 
His reputation was secure at the con- 
clusion of that match, in which it was 
the Americans who made the rapier 
like volleys. 

Sunday it was a somewhat different 
story. There was brilliant play on 
both sides of the net at times, but the 
majority of the dazzling shots came 
from the racquets of Van Ryn and 
Allison. 

R. Norris Williams, who was Na- 
tional Singles Champion back in 1914, 
he being the man who dethroned the 
great McLoughlin, demonstrated that 
he is still one of the best doubles 
players in the world. Never at his 
best in singles because of his unsteady 
ground strokes, Williams has always 
shone in doubles, where the volley, 
service and smash play such a large 
part. His playing Sunday showed that 
his racquet has lost none of its cun- 
ning. 

In another practice match following 
the doubles, George Lott took the 
measure of J. Gilbert Hall, 10-8, 6-3. 
That man Hall is no set-up for anyone, 
and his fast twisting service and hard 
forehand drives gave Lott plenty of 
trouble. In fact George was in hot 
water most of the first set, which was 
equal in length to two ordinary sets. 
In going after one of Lott's shots Hall 
gave evidence of acrobatic ability of no 
mean quality. He was running to the 
side of the court and unable to stop at 
the wire, did a handspring over the 
iron fence,, balancing on his hands for 
an instant and landing on his feet amid 
the plaudits of the gathering. 

Yes, the outlook for Uncle Sam this 
week-end when these youngsters enter- 
tain the Canadians in the Davis Cup 

matches is promising.

A great deal of credit belongs to the

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Let the Good Work Continue 

This paper unqualifiedly indorses the candidacies of Joseph R. 
Grundy for nomination for United States Senator and of Fred C. Peters 
for assemblyman from this district.

Among bis most notable achievements in office was his work in revising 
and simplifying the laws governing townships. 

Tersely with regard to Mr. Grundy and Mr. Peters it might be said : 
Let the good work continue. 

In the State Senate contest Republican voters are given a choice of 
supporting one of three candidates: James S. Boyd, Benjamin H. Ludlow 
or Burd P. Evans. The county organization is anxious to return Mr. 
Boyd to the upper State body to keep its legislative power intact, arguing 
that more benefits accrue to Montgomery county boroughs and townships 
if there is complete harmony and united strength in the ranks of its rep- 
resentatives. 

Mr. Ludlow, on the other hand, contends that this "harmony" is not 
so beneficial except to keep organization candidates in office. He is run- 
ning strictly as an independent although backed by both the Brown-Davis 
and the Pinchot county committees. He is an advocate of various welfare 
measures and seeks to curtail the organized leadership in county Republi- 
can ranks. 

Incidentally, the "wet" State ticket is an interesting experiment. 
There is no chance of any of their candidates being nominated and they 
know it, but supporters of the movement are desirous of learning how 
much anti-Prohibition sentiment there is in the State, and will consider 
the time and money well spent if their vote is high enough to give them a 
moral victory.

Japanese Beetle Control 
Advice Given Community 

Shade trees and ornamentals may be 
protected from Japanese beetle dam- 
age if they are carefully sprayed with 
coated arsenate of lead when the beetle 
begins to make its appearance. In 
former years the first week in July has 
proved the most ideal time. However, 
it is essential that definite spraying ar- 
rangements be made at once. Commu- 
nities or individuals who plan to have 
one of the commercial sprayers do 
their work should contract now for 
their spraying. While there arc sev- 
eral commercial sprayers with, ade- 
quate machinery in the Philadelphia 
area, there will be a tremendous de- 
mand for them about July first. 

Coated arsenate of lead applied at 
the rate of 8 pounds in 100 gallons of 
water will poison bettles that feed 
upon it, and at the same time protect 



plant foliage from any serious injury. 
The above formula was used by the 
Pennsylvania State College Extension 
Service last year in all their demonstra- 
tion work, and was found very effec- 
tive. In the application of the material 
high pressure gives the best results. 
Hand sprayers arc excellent for trees 
under eight feet in height, and for 
shrubs. Trees from eight to thirty 
feet must be sprayed with a pump hav- 
ing a capacity of ten to fifteen gallons 
per minute, while for trees over thirty 
feet in height the pump rating must be 
at least twenty gallons per minute. 

Educational meetings are now being 
held in manv suburban communities 
by Charles K. Hallowell, Philadelphia 
Extension representative, 247 South 
Juniper Street, to inform tree owners 
the species of plant life attacked by 
the beetle and the method of spraying 
for efficient control. 

The following trees and shrubs 



should be sprayed: Willow, Linden, 
Horse Chestnut, Rose, Virginia 
Creeper, Grape, Canna, Aster, Holly- 
hock, Klin, Sassafras, Ivy, Buckeye, 
Raspberry, Hibiscus, Lombary Poplar, 
Ornamental Cherry, Ornamental 
Plum, Hawthorn, Norway Maple, 
Birch, Chestnut Oak, Japanese Maple, 
Pin Oak, Sycamore, Flowering 
Quince, Spirca, Larch. 



Receive Tree Memorial 

Haverford College has received a 
gift of a memorial planting of trees 
and shrubs in memory of William 
Henry Sykcs, 2nd, '29, who lost his 
life by drowning a few weeks after 
graduation last June. Sykes was a 
prominent athlete at Haverford, hold- 
ing the college record and the Middle 
Atlantic States title in the low hurdles. 



Co-operation of the Main Line in 
Villanova College's efforts to obtain 
the sum of $2,300,000 for expansion 
and scholarship purposes was enlisted 
Wednesday, April 30th, when a group of 
business and professional men from 
this section were guests of the Augus- 
tiiiian fathers at a dinner. 

The increasing part Villanova Col- 
lege plays in community events was 
ably told by the Rev. James H. Grif- 
fin, president of the institution. The 
college's athletic fields for some time 
have been used at a nominal cost by 
various organizations in this section 
and the privileges of the contemplated 
gymnasium-auditorium and swimming 
pool would be extended for community 
use, according to Dr. Griffin. He said 
that probably many future Lower 
Merion-Radnor football games would 
be played in the college stadium. Dr. 
Griffin welcomed the growing co-oper- 
ation between the Main Line and the 
college. 

Other speakers, introduced by Philip 
A. Hart, Bryn Mawr banker, who pre- 
sided, were M. P. Burlingame, Bryn 
Mawr; the Rev. Joseph A. Bartlcy, 
dean of the School of Commerce and 
Finance; and the Rev. Thomas B. 
Austin. 

Through moving pictures and the 
speakers, the history and growth of 
Villanova was told up to the disastrous 
$1,000,000 fire of 1928. Since 1855 the 
college enrollment has increased from 
86 students to more than 900 with the 
number of youth seeking higher edu- 
cation at Villanova increasing yearly. 

The $2,300,000 fund is needed for the 
following purposes: New library build- 
ing, $175,000; new commerce and 
finance building, $200,000; new gym- 
nasium-auditorium, $200,000; endow- 
ment fund, $800,000; scholarship loans, 
$500,000; swimming pool, $100,000; 
dormitory, $175,000; dining hall, $150,- 
000. 

The architectural motif for the new 
• group of buildings is copied from the 
group of historical structures in In- 
dependence Square, Philadelphia. At 
present more than 10 per cent, of Vil- 
lanova's student body are non-Catho- 
lic and the college's doors are open to' 
all regardless of creed.

BROWN (Governor) : A solid lawyer type, always actively identi- 
fied with the Vares. Now seeking to fulfill a long-standing ambition. 
More than 70 years old, but still going strong. Makes a poor showing 
on the stump, but a much better one in the court room. Has declared 
for a referendum, which, Clinton W. Gilbert says, is the ruse adopted 
by all the dodgers throughout the country. The evasion would appear 
to be beneath Brown's maturity and standing.

A square- 
shooter, scornful of hypocrisy and simply will 
not believe that human nature has fallen so low 
that only tyrannous and oppressive laws can 
rescue it. He gave Brown a fair chance to be 
straightforward, but the Organization man could 
not be persuaded. Phillips at Harrisburg would 
mean much to Pennsylvania. Read his speeches, 
his magazine articles; discern his clear note of 
honest-to-goodness humanity. Those who want 
liquor reform are strong for Phillips and his cam- 
paign is attracting nation-wide attention. If you 
believe in Temperance, you will vote for him.

EXPANSION CONTINUOUS 



The establishment of Strawbridge & 
Clothier, originally a small three-story 
store at the northwest corner of Mar- 
ket and Eighth Streets, has continued 
for a longer period of time in one loca- 
tion and under one name, than any 
other large Philadelphia retail store. 

The store was opened with a stock 
of dry goods in 1862, by Justus C. 
Strawbridge. Isaac H. Clothier joined 
him in the partnership of Strawbridge 
& Clothier in 1808. Both were mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends. 

Isaac H. Clothier retired from the 
linn in 1905, whereupon Edward R. 
Strawbridge and Morris L. Clothier, 
sons of the founders, became partners 
in the business. Justus C. Strawbridge 
retired in 1900. at which time his sons, 
Frederic H. Strawbridge and Robert 
E. Strawbridge, were admitted as mem- 
bers of the firm. Isaac H. Clothier, 
Jr., became a member in 1903, and 
Francis R. Strawbridge in 1908. E. R. 
Strawbridge having died in 1903, the 
business was owned and controlled by 
M. L. Clothier, F. H. Strawbridge, R. 
E. Strawbridge, Isaac H. Clothier, Jr., 
and F. R. Strawbridge from 1908 until 
Herbert J. Tily, who had been general 
manager since 1905, became a member 
of the firm in 1918. 

Upon the incorporation of the busi- 
ness in 1922, the six members of the 
firm became directors and Morris L. 
Clothier was elected president. In 
1927 the number of directors was in- 
creased to nine. The present officers 
and directors arc as follows: Morris L. 
Clothier, Chairman of the Board; Her- 
bert J. Tily, President and General 
Manager; l'saac H. Cothier, Jr., Vicc- 
I'resident; Robert E. Strawbridge, 
Vice-President; Howard Cooper John- 
son, Vice-President and Treasurer; 
John Jackson, Secretary and General 
Superintendent; Frederick H. Straw- 
bridge, Director; Francis R. Straw- 
bridge, Director, and George K. Bar- 
tie, Director. 

The record of Strawbridge & Clo- 
thier's early activities reveals a spirit 
of progressive enterprise equaled by 
few, if any, of their contemporaries, 
and their entire history is a continuous 
chronicle of expansion. In 1868 a new 
five-story building was erected, open- 
ing in September of that year. Impor- 
tant additions were made in 1875, 1878, 
1881, 1887, 1896, 1898, 1901 and 1902. 
Since the latter date several outside 
service buildings had been added until, 
at the beginning of 1928 before Straw- 
bridge & Clothier had disclosed their 
plans for the great new store in the 
city and the Main Line Store at Ard- 
niorc, the buildings occupied were as 
follows : 

When the main store building had 
grown to more than twelve acres of 
floor area, with the outside service 
buildings, containing about the same 
amount of space, Strawbridge & 
Clothier came to a realization that 
facilities so added could no longer be 
depended upon to provide for future 
increase in business, and that the store 
which had been a landmark of Phila- 
delphia's retail centre for more than 
sixty years, should be replaced by a 
great modern store on the same site, 
to serve the generations to come. 

Demolition of the Market and 
Eighth Streets corner began on Jan- 
uary 6. 1930. and erection of the steel 
work on March 15. This section will 
be completed next autumn, and the 
final unit in the autumn of 1931. The 
cost of the new city store, including 
new fixtures, will be approximately 
$10,000,000. It will be regarded as a 
worthy contribution to Philadelphia's 
developments, as well as a distinct ad- 
vance in store construction and con- 
venience.

New Strawbridge 8C Clothier Store Embodies 
Latest Developments in Architectural Features 



Shopping facilities heretofore to be 
found only in the largest American 
cities have been brought to many Phil- 
adelphia suburbs with the opening of 
the Strawbridge & Clothier Main Line 
Store at Ardinore last Monday. 

Innovations in the method of group- 
ing many individual shops and salons 
under one roof have been incorporated 
in the new store and in this respect it 
will probably attract nation-wide atten- 
tion. 

There were no formal ceremonies in 
connection with the opening, but many 
county, borough and township officials, 
heads of trade organization and lead- 
ers in the financial, business and pro- 
fessional life of virtually all the Main 
Line communities visited and inspected 
the store on its first day and through 
the week. 

The Main Line Store serves the 
ever-increasing population tjf the great 
network of suburbs in Montgomery, 
Delaware and Chester Counties and 
beyond, as well as the western section 
of Philadelphia County. Its opening 
is simultaneous with reports of the 
1930 census showing the amazing 
growth of this section in the last dec- 
ade. 

To hundreds of thousands of resi- 
dents in the metropolitan area the 
store will be within easy reach by train, 
trolley and bus and it is expected to 
appeal particularly to motorists desir- 
ous of avoiding the more congested 
city traffic. Parking space right out- 
side (he store doors and nearby is vir- 
tually unlimited. 

The store is located at Montgomery 
Avenue and St. James Place, Ardmorc, 
occupying a prominent block of 
ground adjacent to the Ardmore Sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
within easy walking distance of- the 
Ardmorc trolley terminal and of all 
bus lines. 

The building, consisting of 4 floors 
and a mezzanine covering an area of 
90 feet by 110 feet, is well set back 
from Montgomery Avenue and has a 
flood of sunlight from windows on all 
four sides, supplemented by the most 
modern system of semi-indirect light- 
ing. 

The exterior of the building follows 
the modernistic development of archi- 
tecture, with plain surfaces, vertical 
lines and ornamentation in low relief. 
The walls are of Indiana limestone 
with a Deer Island granite base har- 
monizing with the color of the lime- 
stone. All windows above the first 
floor are of metal, painted a soft green. 

The main entrance on Montgomery 
Avenue carries up through the mez- 
zanine floor, giving the entrance em- 
brasure a height of two floors. The 
doors are of bronze elaborately mod- 
eled and chased and are framed with 
yellow, crimson and peach colored mar- 
ble. Above the doorway are four 



panels carved in low relief — the Eagle, 
as an emblem of the nation, the Owl, 
representing wisdom, and two figures 
of the native American Indian, one 
.s'howing an Indian beating a drum as 
a call to assembly, and the other an 
Indian with a tablet, symbolizing a 
new era. On two pylons on cither side 
of the entrance arc panels featuring the 
"Seal of Confidence" long associated 
with the Strawbridge & Clothier estab- 
lishment. There arc two other en- 
trances, one from St. James Place on 
the east and the other from St. George 
Place on the south. 

Above the show windows, framed in 
bronze, there is a carved band of orna- 
ments in low relief of Egyptian and 
Greek influence. This ornamentation is 
carried around the entire binding. 

The interior of the building has been 
designed on somewhat more modern- 
istic lines than the exterior. Empha- 
sizing this trend on the main floor are 
three great chandeliers of graduated 
cylindrical design with translucent 
white glass trimmed with aluminum 
and iron. 

The central portion of the main floor 
carries up through the mezzanine. 
From any one of the three entrances 
there is a vista of the entire floor with 
no obstructing columns. Actually there 
arc four interior columns to carry the 
spans of the steel structure, but these 
columns are so utilized in the division 
of the floor area into individual shops 
that they seem not to exist. This is 
one of the noteworthy store-planning 
achievements in interior arrangement. 

The mezzanine balconies and a 
broad central stairway from the main 
floor to the. lower main floor have 
wrought iron railings with insets and 
rosettes of aluminum. The stairs and 
floor arc of marble and all woodwork 
is of light toned walnut. The walls 
arc plastered in a warm cream tone, 
with a slightly rough surface. Mod- 
eled ornamental plaster panels arc set 
in the walls. 

Grouped around the wide central 
aisle of the main floor and opening out 
onto this aisle, are various departments, 
each giving the effect of an individual 
specialty shop. These departments are 
devoted to gloves, hosiery, stationery, 
umbrellas, women's neckwear, leather 
goods, women's and children's shoes, 
handkerchiefs, toilet goods, jewelry, 
silverware, women's and children's un- 
derwear, lingerie, negligees, and robes; 
also men's shorts and furnishings. 

The mezzanine floor, with attractive 
balconies and alcoves, has been de- 
signed in a manner to make it particu- 
larly appealing to women. Here is 
located, in addition to an interior dec- 
orating studio, one of the most com- 
plete and modern beauty shops in the 
Philadelphia district. Along one of 
the balconies is a line of manicure 
tables and beyond and parallel with

The opening of the Strawbridge and 
Clothier branch store in Ardmorc 
marks the greatest step in the plans of 
a group of men charged with the de- 
velopment of this new north-side shop- 
ping section. 

The land on which this development 
is rising was formerly known as the 
Dixon tract. When it was sold the 
hopes of many residents that it might 
remain a park-like area were dispelled. 
Announcement of the type of buildings 
to be erected, however, soon aroused 
widespread interest. 

The story of this group of buildings 
has been one of planned and controlled 
development from the outset. Uni- 
form architectural plan, wide streets, 
and carefully selected stores have been 
the rules under which the development 
has proceeded. 

The owners and promoters incor- 
porated in the fall of 1927, under the 
name of the Suburban Company, and 
took over the tract, which had been 
purchased by a syndicate. In order to 
control the growth of the section they 
sold one piece of property, the site of 
the Counties Title and Trust Company 
with the stores adjoining. In all other 
cases construction was made for the 
tenants, including the largest tenant — 
Strawbridge and Clothier. 

The bank building, the post office, 
the Bell Telephone offices, were rap- 
idly completed. The large stores for 
the A. & P. and American Stores Com- 
pany were occupied last fall, at which 
time a group of smaller stores were 
finished. Construction of the Straw- 
j bridge and Clothier building was be- 
I gun at that time. 

j From the very beginning a correlated 
development has been assured by the 
employment of one firm of architects 
and one firm of general contractors. 
The firm of Drehcr and Churchman 
have designed and supervised the con- 
struction of all the buildings; A. I.. 
Frctz and Son have handled the actual 
construction, with a carefully chosen 
group of sub-contractors. 

C. \V. Churchman has performed 
most of the actual designing, and Fred- 
erick W. Dreher, senior member of the 
firm, has been constantly on the 
ground, carrying out the multiplicity 
of details. David A. Frctz, of the con- 
tracting firm, has tirelessly carried out 
the specifications. The result in the 
new store, as in all other parts of the 
development, has been a building of 
masterful construction and perma- 
nently pleasing design. 

The Suburban Company has planned 
not only the buildings, but the type of 
stores to occupy them. An effort has 
been made to secure tenants repre- 
senting diverse lines of business, sup- 
plementing each other with a view to 
offering the greatest service to the 
community. The result has been that 
many applications for store space have 
been refused, and that each unit in the 
development is of the highest type. 



I these are ten booths for individual 
beauty treatments. The decorations, 
furnishings and c<iuintnr , ir of this de- 
partment represent the "last word" in 
Deauty shops. Beyond this section is 
a hair-cutting shop with nine chairs, 
six for women and three for children. 
The woodwork is a combination of 
maple and walnut, trimmed with sil- 
ver. 

On this floor also is a women's 
lounge with telephone booths and 
writing desks. Off the mezzanine is 
an open-air terrace with a red-tiled 
floor on which will be displayed porch, 
lawn and garden furniture, furnishings 
and appliances. 

The two floors above the mezza- 
nine are notable for their arrangements 
of salons. Immediately in front of the

three elevators on each of these floors 
is a spacious foyer, opening out into 
individual salons so placed that there 
is both the opportunity to select at 
once any individual' salon and to read- 
ily pass from one to another. 

The second floor is given over to 
women's, misses' and juniors' outdoor 
apparel — coats, dresses, sports wear, 
millinery and furs. The design of the 
floor is not only artistic, but practical, 
with ample number of fitting rooms 
and facilities for carrying the merchan- 
dise stocks. 

The third floor is occupied by salons 
for infants' apparel, nursery furniture, 
girls' apparel, boys' clothing and fur- 
nishings, corsets, maids' uniforms, day- 
time frocks and aprons. 

On the lower main floor, which has 
the advantage of natural light and

ample ventilation, are the piece goods 
departments — silks, cottons, linens — as 
well as draperies, blankets, notions. 
Vogue patterns and homewares. 

On all floors the stucco coloring of 
the walls is harmonized with the wood- 
work and equipment, besides the ab- 
sence of any obstruction by columns 
on the various floors there is also a 
remarkable concealment of all heating, 
ventilating and utilities equipment such 
as pipes, ducts and conduits. Through- 
out are numerous heating registers 
and ventilators, but these are artfully 
hidden. Through the ventilating sys- 
tem 1,500,000 cubic feet of fresh air 
is forced into the lower floors and the 
same amount is drawn from the build- 
ing every hour and there are live 
changes of air each hour. 

The three elevators are of the Otis 
micro-drive, self-leveling safety type. 
The elevators on the ground floor are 
of a special design made possible by a 
new photographic process that gives 
a natural wood finish to metal and arc 
the first doors of the kind to be erected 
in Pennsylvania. 

The mechanical plant located in the 
basement includes boilers operated by 
automatic oil burners, equipment for 
filtering and refrigerating drinking 
water, a specially designed incinerator 
and automatic pumps to guard 
against moisture, condensation and 
other hazards in space below the street 
level. A parcel chute from each floor 
leads to the receiving room in the 
basement. 

Droller and Churchman were the 
architects for the building. 

In connection with the opening of 
the Main Line Store, Strawbridge & 
Clothier have introduced for the first 
time in Philadelphia a new type of 
identification plate for charge custom- 
ers. It contains in raised metal type 
the name and address of the customer. 
When purchasing, the customer pre- 
sents the plate to the sales person. It 
is placed in a little machine which 
prints the name and address on the 
sales check, thus eliminating the pos- 
sibility of error. 

The store was open on Monday and 
Tuesday and will be open this Satur- 
day, May 17, from 9 A. M. to 9 P. M. 
These evening openings apply for the 
lirst week only.

Three-Time Champions Open 

Season With U. of P. 

Veterans 



NEW FACES IN LINEUP

Playing with a nine including many 
new faces in a practice game Satur- 
day, Gene Davis' 1929 Main Line 
Champions and Philadelphia Suburban 
title holders made a relentless assault 
on the Rev. Jack Hart's U. of P. 
Veterans to quell a threatening disturb- 
ance and outscore the visitors 13 runs 
to 8. 

Roth clubs playing their first game 
of the season gave the 400 fans an un- 
usual variety of diamond display in 
the two-hour contest, which was re- 
plete with almost every possible play 
in baseball save balks. P.ludgeon 
prowess was the most conspicuous of 
these, Xarbcrth outhitting the col- 
h-giates by only one blow, which was 
officially registered at eleven. Trans- 
gressions afield numbered eight, five 
of which were charged to local players. 

Free passes to first base were as 
numerous as the falling leaves of the 
autumnal season. This feature is the 
direct source by which the Main Line 
Monarchs emerged triumphantly and 
which proved detrimental to the 
mighty Shober. Pitcher Shoher, who 
covered the tee for the full nine innings, 
allowed the Davismen eight passes, 
which on two occasions permitted local 
haserunners to amble home with un- 
earned runs when Shober continued to 
uutether the maximum number of balls. 

Narherth, on the other band, figured 
prominently on the mound when three 
Imrlcrs representing the local pitching 
staff amassed ten strike-outs. Sum-, 
marily depicting the exploits of this 
game, passes by Shober and ingenuity 
on the pinnacle by Narherth twirlers 
gave the home club its partially un- 
earned victory of the infant season, 

In the absence of four of Nar- 
berth's regulars, the Main Line Lead- 
ers sent afield an unfamiliar cast in 
Keibler, guardian of the keystone base, 
a former member of the West Phila- 
delphia Professionals, and Hager, left- 
fielder for Haverford College, who 
lives on Merion Avenue, Narherth. 
McKee and Scholield are Manager 
Davis' future prospects for his pitch- 
ing staff. Kearney, erstwhile of the 
Newtown Square Club, is also trying 
for a position on the local outfit. 

Schofield went to the peak to as- 
sume the responsibilities at the start 
and blanked the university stars for the 
first two innings, while the Davismen 
got off to a prolific start in the home 
half of the first and second by bunch- 
ing five hits, i\\c passes and taking 
advantage of a wild heave to net six 
runs. 

Hager, lead-off man, started out with 
a walk and Powell fell on strikes. 
Fleck, Thomas and Kneibler all went 
to first by virtue of Shoher's unsteady 
arm, Hager counting when Connell 
failed to grip an assist from the infield 
intended to run him down at the disc. 
Bob Martin lofted to leftfield. 

In the second frame the Narherth 
club coined the runs that made vic- 
tory almost a certainty but when the 
Collegians came through with three in 
the same half and one in the fifth and 
two in the sixth, a noticeable transfer 
of players took effect. 

In the seventh frame, the Narherth 
pilot introduced to the fans, the idols 
of local baseball, that famous battery 
of Graham & Burns, whose presence 
on the peak and behind the mask ac- 
counted for the three championships 
won in 1929. A great ovation was

extended to these two lads as they 
took up their respective duties for two 
innings to bring back to the home fans 
reminiscences of that incomparable 
season of 1929, undoubtedly the great- 
est year of baseball in Narherth since 
the inauguration of the Main Line 
League eighteen years ago. 

The veterans only bad two more 
markers to show during Graham's per- 
formance on the hill, while three in the 
sixth and another trio in the subse- 
quent inning made victory a certainty 
for the pachyderms of the diamond. 

Berry, of the visitors singled hut 
Connell blanked. Murphy made first 
with leisure when Kneibler fumbled 
his comber and Purnell and Ziegler, 
who carried Jack Hart's mace, both 
were issued free tickets, Berry walk- 
ing home unmolested. 

The home talent found Shober easy 
for three bingles to tab as many more 
points in the seventh. Rubincan was 
delegated to bat for Powell and died 
to centre. Humphreys tripled to deep 
centre and scored off Fleck's one-base 
ply, the latter being nipped off the 
keystone attempting to stretch the 
single, Ziegler to Murphy. Thomas 
hit sharply to Bendcre, who failed to 
scoop the swift grounder and Kneibler 
again packed the paths by strolling. 
Martin singled deep to empty the bases 
but was run down between first and 
second when he took too great a lead 
for the keystone, Berry being credited 
with the out and assist, having run him 
down unassisted.

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Candidates Air Views 

Before Merion Audience 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAOI 

While the addresses followed gen- 
erally the same trends that were ex- 
pressed recently at a meeting of the 
Montgomry County League of Women 
Voters, a few new ideas were brought 
forth. Mrs. J. Alden Tifft, of Merion, 
presided. 

Speakers in order of their appear- 
ance were: 

Benjamin H. Ludlow, Republican 
State Senate candidate: He urged cirt- 
zens to vote dry and for him or to vote 
wet and for Burd P. Evans because 
Senator James S. Boyd had declined 
to commit himself on the Prohibition 
question. Later he said that it was 
unlikely the liquor problem would be 
acted upon by the State legislative 
bodies during the next four years. He 
stated that it was his opinion and the 
opinion of both the Pinchot and the 
Brown-Davis factions that the time 
had come to throw out the present 
county organization. 

Burd I'. Evans, Republican State 
Senate candidate: Mr. Evans did not 
reciprocate Mr. Ludlow's friendly ges- 
ture. He stated that Mr. Ludlow was 
a little too erratic and independent for 
him and that the Ardmore man had 
better shake off the support of Charles 
Ambler, alleged Vare representative in 
Montgomery County, if he wished to 
avoid being accused of seeking Vare 
organization aid. Mr. Evans, a wet in 
this campaign, talked at some length 
about the rights of individuals being 
violated by the Eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

Anton E. Wohlert, Narherth, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Assemblyman: 
The most enjoyable talk of the eve- 
ning and a presentation of the most 
clear-cut _ platform, including better 
workmen's compensation and pension 
laws, sanitary water supplies and re- 
peal of the Prohibition laws. 

Maurice W. Sloan, Jr., YY'ynncwood, 
Republican candidate for Assembly- 
man: An echo of Mr. Ludlow. Also 
a dry. 

Joseph P. Golden, Cynwyd, Demo- 
crat, wet, for State Senator: Mr. 
Golden nearly caused the prostration 
of several present by advocating the 
annexation of these fair suburb* by 
Philadelphia because of the salutary 
effect Main Line representatives in 
Council would have upon metropolitan 
politics. 

Fred C. Peters, Ardmore, candidate 
for re-election as Assemblyman from 
this district: Mr. Peters, who seeks a 
third term, is at present on the public 
roads, counties and townships, and 
education committees as well as five 
other committees in the legislature. 
He asserted that he had voted against 
two measures favored by the county 
organization because they were not to 
the best interests of his constituents. 
(This was in answer to recent state- 
ments that the county leader dictated 
every vote of all Montgomery repre- 
sentatives). Mr. Peters pointed out, 
however, that through the political 
strength and experience of Johnson 
representatives it was possible to ob- 
tain favorable legislation and appro- 
priations for this community that could 
not he gained by independents. He 
urged that the voters return all the 
present candidates for the Senate and 
House on the organization ticket. 

State Senator James S. Boyd, can- 
didate for re-election: He, spoke, much 
along the same line as Mr. Peters, told 
how he had voted on various measures, 
and asserted that .appropriations for 
schools and highways was the biggest 
thing in Pennsylvania politics. The 
share of these funds to be obtained 
for the county, he said, depended upon 
the business ability and political 
strength of the men in office at Har- 
rishurg. He made no reference to his 
opponents. 

Mrs. Margaret R. Town, Narherth, 
Pinchot candidate for State Commit- 
teewoman: Mrs. Town does not think 
so much of the county organization or 
of Montgomery County's representa- 
tives at Harrishttrg.
